hibition was completed by the house 
judiciary committee today. 
With only slight modifications, the 
hill Chairm an Yolstadt will submit to 
the house is the same as th a t nro- 
po-ed by the ultra-drys. 
An ap p ro ­ 
priation of $3,500,000 is provided to 
ca rry out the act. 
The main provisions of the bill are: 
Any beverage containing more than 
one-half o f one percent, of alcohol is 
“intoxicating liquor.” 
hen the w ar time prohibition act 
or constitutional prohibition goes in 
to effect it shall be unlawful to “m an­ 
ufacture, 
sell, 
barter, 
give 
away, 
transport, 
import, 
export, 
deliver, 
furnish, receive or possess any in 
to x ify in g liquor except as authorized 
by this a c t.” 
The only exceptions 
are for medicinal, scientific or s a c ra ­ 
mental purposes, or where liquor is 
stored in private homes before prohi­ 
bit on goes into effect fo r private use. 
Punishment 
fo r violations is as 
follow s: 
A fine of not less than $100 nor 
more than $500 for the first offense 
and a fine o f not less than $200 nor 
more than $1,000 with imprisonment 
from thirty to ninety days for the 
second offense. 
A fine of not less 
than $500 and imprisonment fo r six 
months to >ix year- is provided for 
tile subsequent offenses. 
Enforcement of the prohibition law 
i- lodged with the commis-ioner of 
internal revenue and the departm ent 
of justice. 
P aten t and proprietary medicine 
m anufacturers 
m ust prove 
to 
the 
commission th at their products ca n ­ 
not be u.-ed in place of intoxicating 
liquor. 
Liquor may be prescribed 
for medicinal purposes only by reput- 
(able physicians and not more than 
one prescription can be given in each 
ten days. 
Perm it- m u-t be obtained to m an u ­ 
facture 
liquor for legal 
bond beiug required. 
Ten days a fte r the passage of the 
act all liquor illegally held m use be 
disposed of or it -hall be considered 
held in violation of the law. 
All liq­ 
uor legally held must be reported to 
the prohibition commissioner. 
Advertisement of intoxicating liquor 
by any method or telling an y one 
| where he can get a drink is prohibit­ 
ed. 
Bootleggers shall be fined not 
less than $500 nor more than $1,000 
and imprisoned fo r not less than one 
month or more than a re ar.

foreign relations committee by a vote 
of ten to four today deferred action 
on the Fall resolution for a separate 
peace between the United S tates and 
Germany' 
until 
the Germans 
have 
signed the P a ris treaty'. 
A majority’ of the committee, a c ­ 
cording to Senators Lodge and Fall 
favored the resolution but regarded 
the present and inopportune time to 
press it. 
While the committee was 
reaching this conclusion on the Fall 
resolution, S enator Borah in a brief 
but fiery speech to the senate declar­ 
ed the peace treaty a “guarantee of 
war.” and sharply criticised the peace 
conference fo r ignoring the claims of 
Ireland and Korea. 
B orah’s speech coupled with re­ 
marks on the Irish question by Sen­ 
ator Thomas, Colorado, resulted in a 
discussion of that question.

Persons 
interested should address their in­ 
quiries to the collector's office or aet 
upon their individual .judgment after 
having read the law and regulations. 


Dealers Subject to “Luxury Tax” 
Who Do Not Comply With Reg­ 
ulations Liable to Penalty. 


Dealers and others subject to the 
"luxury tax** and the tax on ice 
cream and similar articles sold at 
sofia fountains who fail to make re­ 
port, with collection of such taxes 
for the month of May and June on 
or prior to July 20 will be liable to 
penalty. 
To escape such penalty, if 
the neglect is unavoidable, reports 
should he made to the collector of in­ 
ternal revenue at Indianapolis with 
an explanation of the neglect or fail­ 
ure;. 
The report for each month of 
tax due must he made before the 
twentieth day 
of the succeeding 
month.

FACTS ON CASHING 
WAR SAVINGS STAMPS 


Government Always Ready to Re- 


deem Them With Interest, but 


It Means a Loss in the 


Earning Rate. 


A considerable number of War Sav­ 
ings stamps are being cashed in Indi­ 
ana. There is nothing alarming or 
Illegal about this. The government in­ 
tended that the small savings repre­ 
sented by War Savings stamps should 
he available in an emergency. 
But the War Savings organization 
for Indiana points out that there is 
another 
aspect 
to 
be 
considered. 
Cashing War Savings stamps before 
the date of maturity or selling them 
to a scalper below par represents 
avoidable loss, thus defeating the very 
object of the stamps—the practice of 
thrift. 
War Savings stamps held to m atur­ 
ity yield 4 per cent interest, com­ 
pounded quarterly; if cashed before 
maturity the interest amounts to only 
3 per cent. 
Selling to scalpers repre­ 
sents a still greater loss. 
Every effort is being made by the 
government this year to inject a little 
of real joy into thrift. 
Under stress 
of war this perhaps was overlooked. 
War Savings workers were carried 
away with their enthusiasm. 
Meth­ 
ods of campaigning in some districts 
probably resulted in some persons be­ 
coming unwilling buyers of stamps. 
The government vvants no unwilling 
buyers, nor does it want unwilling 
holders of stamps. 
Many of those who have been cash­ 
ing stamps at this time may he classed 
as unwilling holders. 
Means adopted 
in some quarters to induce these to 
retain their stamps have created a 
panicky feeling among other holders. 
Many rushed to the post offices to 
give their ten days’ notice. 
With 
those who met with no “strong-arm” 
methods to prevent the cashing of 
stamps confidence was restored and 
the next day they promptly forgot 
about having given notice. 
Every applicant for redemption now 
receives the following letter from the 
postm aster: 
“Your application has been placed 
on file, and your money will be ready 
for you in cash ten days after the 
date of your application provided your 
stamps are properly affixed to a War 
Ravings certificate 
issued 
in 
your 
name. 
“You will receive more cash than 
you originally paid for any stamp 
which you have held more than one 
month. These stamps of course earn 
interest. They, therefore, Increase in 
value month by month. 
In five years, 
stamps costing from $4.12 to $4.23 are 
worth $5. In other words, the money 
invested in each stamp (airns from 77 
cents to 88 cents, or interest at more 
than 4 per cent per annum. 


“Do you know, however, that you do 
not have to take cash for all of the 
W ar 
Savings samps on 
your cer­ 
tificate? 


“Possibly at this time you do not 
need all of your cash that is invest­ 
ed in stamps. In that case I will be 
glad to give you cash for any part of 
them that you wish to turn into mon­ 
ey and give you the balance in 1919 
W ar Savings and Thrift stamps. 
“On the other hand, lf you have 
need at this time for all of the rash 
you have invested in stomps, the gov­ 
ernment is glad to return it to you, 
regretting 
of 
course 
that 
circum­ 
stances compel you to lose the good 
rate of interest which your money 
would 
earn 
during 
the next 
few 
months or years. 
“Doubtless, 
when 
your 
present 
emergency is passed, you will begin 
to save again and will want to buy 
more Thrift stamps and War Savings 
stamps. It will be a keen personal 
pleasure to me to serve you in this 
respect.”

The highway commission bill and 
the county unit road laws are also 
among the measures which are said 
to he slated for amendments.

GOING TO EXPLORE ANTARCTIC 


Veteran British T ra ve le r W ill Spend

The W ar Savings campaign is pro­ 
ceeding in Indiana with renewed ener­ 
gy. 
To get into every household sug­ 
gestions that will fee helpful in wise 
spending and sane saving the W ar 
Savings Organization for Indiana is 
conducting a vacation savings cam­ 
paign and m aking preparations for 
“Thrift Week,” beginning June 23.
